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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in response to Applicant's claim that Vegesna 
does not include the register states in the Result Vector Driver, Examiner again points to figure 8 and column 10 lines 43-64. Since the 
Result Vector Driver, shown in figure 8 and described in column 10, takes the input of a register address, and the distributes the 
incoming data to the correct register, the Result Vector Driver must contain the register state for each group of registers, otherwise it 
would not know which register to distribute the data to (for example, Global Register 1 , or Local Register 1), and therefore must know 
which register addresses correspond with the different register groups, where the different register groups are of different states. 
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
